Western Chambers of Commerce are alarmed at a pro­ 
vision of the bill to turn the railroads back to their owners, al­ 
lowing fifty per cent of the net earnings over 5 1-2 per cent 
to be diverted to weak roads. 
The money earned in prosperous railroads in the west 
above the 5 1-2 per cent would be sent out of the states where 
it was earned to develop railroad properties that could not 
earn that income. 
Capital invested in farm mortgages is earning from 6 to 
$ per cent Other industrial and business securities are earn­ 
ing from 7 to 25 per dent 
Under such condition who is going to invest in railroad 
securities at 5 1-2 per cent as proposed by Congress and where 
and how is the capital to be obtained to keep transportation 
facilities abreast of the fast growing demands of industry 
and commerce? 
Hungerford in the Saturday Evening Post shows that we 
are now 600,000 freight cars, 20,000 passenger cars and 
20,000 locomotives short of .the requirements of business and 
industries.

In these days of high rentals ^and 
excessive cost of maintenance and 
upkeep, both ‘landlords * and tenants 
are Inquiring as to their allowable! 
deductions in the fUins of an in­ 
come-tax return. 
Where property is held for rent­ 
ing purposes the owner may deduct! 
the cost of securing tenants, such as 
commissions to real estate agents, ad 
vertising, etc., and the expenses of I 
maintenance, such aa ordinary re­ 
pairs, lights, fuel. Janitor service, 
end insurance. If the owner occupies 
part of the banding as his dwell­ 
ing, the expenses must be appor­ 
tioned, and only those relating to I 
the part which is rented may bel 
deducted. 
A tenant may deduct the rent 
paid for business premises, but not 
his home, vwhich is a personal or 
living expense. 
Rental 
Taxies paid by a tenant to or for 
a landlord ^ for business property 
are additional rent and are deduct­ 
ible by the tenant Such Items re­ 
present income to the landlord, and 
therefore most be included in his 
return of gross income, bat may be 
claimed by him, also, as a deduc­ 
tion. Tho com of erecting bondings 
or permanent 
improvements 
on 
ground leaned by a taxpayer is ad­ 
ditional rental and therefore de­ 
ductible from gross income, pro­ 
vided such buildings and improve­ 
ments revert to the owner of the 
ground at the expiration of the 
lease. In such cases the cost of 
the improvement may be prorated 
over the term of the lease so that 
a proportionate amount will be de­ 
ducted in each year of the tenancy.

The stunt requires two platforms. 
One is an inclined plane aud the 
second a flat platform. Matthewson 
will drive his car at great speed up 
the inclined plane, and leap across 
the gap onto the second platform, 
which will be at least six feet high. 
The feat was first protected at 
the Denver horse show a short time 
ago. Motion pictures were taken and 
shown all over the United States. 
Three cars were smashed before the 
proper speed for the stunt was dis­ 
covered. Experts at the University 
of Colorado estimated that the car 
landed on the second platform with 
a force of 42,000 pounds. 
Matthewson is an old-time rac­ 
ing driver and was one of the first 
men in the United States to learn 
to fly an airplane. 
He will perform the feat twice 
daily at the automobile show—prob­ 
ably at I o’clock and 7 o'clock in 
the afternoon.
